For instance, in the full term of four years the Sedalia judge- 
would save much in the item of mileage alone, because he would be 
bere early in the morning and late at night and he able to give a 
full day’s work for a full day’s pay every sitting of the court. 
With all the judges living in the country court seldom convenes 
before 9 or IO o’clock in the morning, adjourns for the noon hour, 
reconvenes at about I o’clock and then finishes its work early, to en­ 
able its members to get home before “milking time.’’ 
Thus only 
about half a day is given fur a full day’s pay, which fur all three 
amounts to $15. 
Then, if between terms of court something urgent comes up for 
prompt action, such as insanity cases or matters of like character, 
with a resident judge, whatever action is necessary may be taken, 
without sending to the country for a judge and paying him mileage 
and a full day’s pay £or a minute’s work. 
Looking at the matter from every viewpoint it can not but be 
admitted that business acumen and plain common sense dictates the 
selection of a Sedalia man for presiding judge, and it is to ne hoped 
that the democrats will recognize this fact and nominate a Seda- 
lian as their candidate for this place.

Some years ago the Cornell station, 
iii tin* effect of nitrogenous vs. car­ 
bonaceous food for poultry, reported 
observations on the different ration* 
on the flavor of eggs. 
One lot of 
fowls was fed a mixture of wheat, 
shorts, cottonseed 
meal and skim 
milk; another lot cracked corn and 
corn dough. The former ration con­ 
tained much m ore nitrogen than the 
latter. 
The liens fed corn laid fewer egg* 
than those fed the nitrogenous ration, 
but the eggs were larger. 
The egg* 
produced by the nitrogenous ration 
were of a disagreeable flavor and 
smell, had a small yolk, and did not 
keep well. The flesh of the poultry 
fed this ration, however, was darker, 
more succulent and tender than that 
of the fowls fed the carbonaceous rai 
tion.

we are healed.” 
Two 
Greek words are rendered “propitia­ 
tion.*’ “Hilasmos” is correctly render­ 
ed propitiation iii two texts (I John 
2:2; 4:10). “ Hilasterion” is incorrectly 
rendered 
“propitiation” 
in 
Homans 
3:25. 
It signifies propitiatory i. e., 
place of satisfaction or propitiation. 
The “Mercy Seat” or covering of the 
Ark of the Covenant was the place of 
making satisfaction—the propitiatory' 
or “hilasterion:” btu the Priest in 
sprinkling the blood of atonement, the 
blood of the sin-offering. on the “hilas- 
j tenon” accomplished “hilasmos.” I. e., 
he made satisfaction or propitiation for 
the sins of the people (Hebrews 9:22).
